VI . — On a new Species and a new Subspecies of the Genus 

Madoqua and a nexo Subspecies of the Genus Rhynchotragus. 
By R. E. Duake- Brockman. 

Having just completed an interesting journey along the 
western limit of the Somali country and through Abyssinia, 
[ am able, by the help of my own collections and the material 
ill the British Museum of Natural Histoiy, to throw a little 
more light on the distribution and local variations of several 
of the members of the genera Madoqua and Rhynchotragus. 
Passing from north to south through Somaliland and Eastern 
Abyssinia, we have as the most northerly species M. saltiana 
and a new species of Madoqua which I have described below 
as M. cordeauxi. South of these we soon come upon 
M, phillipsiy with its westerly subspecies M. phillipsi harar- 
ensis and the easterly or coast representative M. phillipsi 
guhanensis. 

Still farther south of the group we find M, erlan- 

geri in Ennia Galla, together with a new subspecies of 
Rhynchotragus^ R. guentheri wroughtoni. 

As one travels south along the river Web, M, swaynei is 
ubiquitous until the junction of the rivers Ganale and Dawa, 
when R. guentheri takes its place, and continues westward 
towards L. Rudolf and L. Stephanie, where it is replaced by 
R. guentheri smithii and R, cavendishi^ the largest of this 
genus. 

Travelling in a south-easterly direction from the junction 
of the rivers Ganale and Dawa at Dolo, we meet near the 
coast R. kirkii^ the most southerly representative of the 
Somali dik-diks.

(b) Madoqua cordeau.rij sp. n. 

Very much larger than any of the Somali Madoqnre, but 
smaller than j\f, saftiana. Rather dark grey grizzling ex- 
tending on to the shoulders, sides, and hind-quarlers, the 
whole of the back being suffused with re Idisli fawn. The 
chest rather reddish buff, wliich extends only a short way on 
to the throat, unlike d/. phillipsiy in which the chesl-eolour 
extends more or less the whole length of the iiuderpart of the 
neck. 

The legs are similar in colour to tlio^c of d/. jdnllipsi, but 
get distinctly darker towards the shoulders and liaunch's. 

The crest is dull rufous, with the fore creat somewhat 
grizzled with yellow, rufous, and black. 

Jleasurements in the flesh : — 

Head and body 572 mm.; tail, with terminal hairs, 3S ; 
height at shoulder 330. Weight 6 lbs. 

Sex : male. 

JJab. Dirro Dawa, Abyssinia. Altitude 3500 feet. July 
23rd, 1908. 

Two other specimens were obtained in the same locality 
by me, and I have taken B.M. no. 9. 6. 1. 50 as the type. 

For this species I have much pleasure in proj)osing the 
name Madoqua cordeauxiy in liononr of Capt. II. F. rf. 
Cordeanx, 0. B., C.M.G., Jl.M. Commissioner for the 
Somaliland Protectorate, whose interest in the fauna of 
Somaliland is well known.

General colour dark yellowish grizzle, whicli fades but 
slightly as it extends on to shoulders, sides, and haunches. 
The giizzlirig ends abiuptly nndemeath, where the chest and 
abdomen are pure white, unlike li. guentheri^ in which tlie 
ytdlow grizzling fades sumnvhat gradually into the pale 
pinkish buff of the chest and abdomen. Tlie crest is rather 
darker, as also arc the muzzle an 1 the legs, than in It, guen- 
theri, wliile the ears are longer and broader than in any other 
except It. cavendLshi, At first sight it looks not unlike 
It. cavendishij but the skull-ineusureineuts soon separate the 
two.
